CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. AP 
— A faulty booster control valve 
today halted a rocket countdown 
one second short of liftoff and 
forced a two-day postponement 
in plans to orbit five military 
satellites. 
Project officials late 
this 
morning 
scheduled a 
new 
launch attempt for 
5:17 a.m. 
EST 
Thursday. Timfe 
re» 
quired 
to replace the valve 
forced the delay, they said. 
A countdown toward an orlgl. 
nal 5:07 a.m. blastoff was in­ 
terrupted by a faulty radar at 
a tracking 
station. A second 
launch attempt, planned for 5:25 
a.m ., got to within one second of 
liftoff when an automatic sens­ 
ing device determined 
there 
were troubles 
on the rocket 
and 
stopped the countdown 
before 
the 
motors actually 
Ignited. 
Air Force officials said the 
problem apparently was asso­ 
ciated with a control valve in 
the steering mechanism of me 
of two strap-on booster rockets. 
Data received at mission con­ 
trol indicated the control valve 
did not open as planned, offi­ 
cials said. 
The powerful Titan 3 was 
scheduled to perform nearly 
41/2 hours of acrobatic space 
maneuvers to carry its pay­ 
load toward a preliminary or­ 
bit 
ranging 
from 
5,300 to 
69,000 miles above the earth. 
About 22 hours after sepa­ 
rating from the rocket's last 
stage, one of the nuclear detec­ 
tion satellites, called Velas, 
was to trigger a spacecraft 
motor to kick it into a circular 
path 69,000 miles high. 
The second Vela sentry was to 
perform the same maneuver in 
three days, stationing itself on 
the opposite side of earth. 
The 730-pound Velas, shaped 
like lumpy beachballs, were 
built to spot nuclear blasts in 
earth's atmosphere and deep in 
space, perhaps as for from 
earth as Mars. 
Dr. James Coon, of the Atom­ 
ic Energy Commission's Los 
Alamos (N .M j scientific labo­ 
ratory, said the new Velas 
"have a much improved preci­ 
sion of looking at things so you 
can be sure you won't be 
fooled." Sensors aboard six Ve­ 
las orbited previously might 
miss nuclear explosions under 
certain circumstances, he said. 
Three other satellites aboard 
die $15-million Titan 3 had no 
spacecraft motor and were to 
remain in the highly elliptical 
orbit. All three contain engi­ 
neering and scientific experi­ 
ments. 
One, nicknamed the "wind­ 
shield wiper satellite," has a 
small arm inside the spacecraft 
to sweep across materials such 
as teflon, 
stainless 
steel, 
silver, gold and tungsten car­ 
bide 
so engineers can meas­ 
ure friction characteristics in 
space. 
The second will study deaths 
dealing and satellite-damaging 
radiation emitted from the sun. 
while the third "piggyback'* 
payload investigates other types 
of radiation in space. 
The nuclear detection satel* 
lites were to help police the par­ 
tial nuclear test ban treaty, 
signed in 1963 by the United 
States, Russia and more than 
100 other nations. The pact pro­ 
hibits nuclear tests in the at­ 
mosphere, under water or in 
space, but allows underground 
detonations. 
If a nation hoped to violate 
the treaty without detection, the 
best bet presumably would be to 
peck a bomb in a rocket and 
explode it millions of miles in 
spaee, where natural radiation 
is already present. 
A bomb triggered in the vacu­ 
um of space would also not gen­ 
erate the customary fireball 
with its 10 • million - degree heat 
or make a mushroom cloud. 
These effects near earth are the 
result of a bomb's interaction 
with elements in the atmos­ 
phere.

COLOGNE, Germany (AP) — 
This Rhine River city was som­ 
ber in spring sunshine today as 
Germans and leaders of the 
Western world attended a funer­ 
al Mass for former Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer. 
Inside 
Cologne 
Cathedral 
were 2,000 invited guests, in­ 
cluding 
President 
Johnson, 
President Charles de Gaulle of 
France and Prime Minister 
Harold Wilson of Britain.Later 
the leaders will discuss com­ 
mon problems with Chancellor 
Kurt Georg Kieslnger. 
Joseph Cardinal Frlngs, 80- 
year-old friend of Adenauer, 
said in a brief funeral sermon 
that "the German nation will 
mourn him as it would a fa­ 
ther." 
Formal eulogies were pro­ 
nounced earlier at Bonn in a 
ceremony in the Bundestag — 
Parliament — by German lead­ 
ers. The Mass at the 718-year- 
old cathedral was the last pub­ 
lic 
service for Adenauer, who 
died last Wednesday at the age 
of 91. 


A private family service in 
the little Waldfriedhof —forest 
cemetery — in Rhoendorf, his 
home town, is the last rite for 
the man who led postwar Ger­ 
many from ignominious defeat 
to a respected place in the com­ 
munity of nations. 
Johnson, in a slow-moving 
limousine, was among the first 
chiefs of state to reach the cath­ 
edral. 
Before the altar rail, flanked 
by a military honor guard of 
eight generals and admtrals, 
rested the coffin of Adenauer. 
In Bonn, police took three stu­ 
dents into custody at Bonn uni­ 
versity. The three carried pla­ 
cards, including one saying: "A 
people mourns for a single man. 
Who mourns 
for a whole peo­ 
ple? 400,000 murdered people in 
Vietnam are waiting for their 
funeral Mass." 
Johnson and De Gaulle talked 
together for 10 minutes at a 
luncheon given by President 
Heinrich Luebke but the meet­ 
ing apparently was confined to 
civilities. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 
Charles H. Percy of Illinois is 
emerging among Republicans 
as a man who could carry the 
credentials of a Vietnam peace 
campaigner into a race for the 
White House. 
Percy heavily underscored in 
recent days his differences with 
President Johnson's war policy 
and; by implication, with Re­ 
publicans who endorse that poli­ 
cy—including other GOP lead­ 
ers now considered prospects 
for the presidential nomination. 
He has called for a stepped-up 
peace effort, emphasizing Asian 
initiative, for an end to military 
escalation, and for greater re­ 
straint in American bombing of 
North Vietnam. 
At the annual meeting Mon­ 
day of The Associated Press, he 
registered a "strong dissent" 
over UJS. bombing of airfields 
in the Communist North. 
Percy has not advocated mili­ 
tary withdrawal, nor has he 
suggested a UJS. halt in bomb­ 
ing of North Vietnam without 
some peace move by the Com­ 
munists. 
At the same time, Percy has 
carved a leading GOP role on a 
major domestic issue looming 
for 1968: the critical problems 
facing American cities. 
He won unanimous sponsor­ 
ship of his 35 Republican Senate 
colleagues for his bill to pro­ 
mote home 
ownership as a 
step toward improving life in 
the slums. 
Vietnam and urban turmoil 
could be the two key issues in 
the next presidential campaign. 
Percy has said repeatedly he is 
not a candidate, but has not 
flatly ruled himself out of that 
campaign. 
"I cannot foresee any circum­ 
stances under which I would be 
compelled to be a candidate," 
he said Sunday. 
For three days now, Percy 
has been elaborating his Viet-

They will study existing 
facilities for them and report 
their findings to the statewide 
planning staff in Jefferson City. 
Donald Bohannon, is chairman 
of the council. 
The 
council 
area is formed along lines es­ 
tablished by the regional plan­ 
ting commission. It 
includes 
Scott, Stoddard, New 
Madrid, 
Mississippi, 
Pemiscot 
and 
Dunklin counties. 
In Missouri vocational 
reha­ 
bilitation is administered by 
two agencies: 
The vocational 
rehabilitation 
division of the 
state 
department 
of educa­ 
tion and the bureau for the 
blind of the state welfare de­ 
partment, Dick Simpson, Jef­ 
ferson City, planning assis­ 
tant 
for rural rehabilitation 
needs, explained. 
Simpson and Errol K. Gann, 
Jefferson City, planning assis­ 
tant 
for urban rehabilitation 
needs, conducted the meeting to 
form the council. 
Bill Morgan, Kennett, 
was 
appointed vice chairman of the 
council. 
Simpson and Gann have met 
with community leaders in the

State Education Needs Outlined to 600 


U.S. Warplanes Strike 
Closest Yet to Hanoi 


The needs for school reor­ 
ganization 
and 
a statewide 
equalization program to im­ 
prove the quality of education 
in Missouri were presented at 
a regional meeting sponsored by 
the Southeast 
Missouri De­ 
velopment Corporation at the 
high school cafetorium Monday 
night. 
Arthur L . Summers of t h e 
state 
department of educa­ 
tion in Jefferson City and Fred 
Morrow, 
superintendent 
of 
Poplar Bluff schools, explained 
the recommendations of t h e 
Missouri 
governor's 
con­ 
ference on education. About 600 
persons attended. 
The governor's conference 
grew out of a report done the 
Academy for Educational De­ 
velopment, Inc., an educational 
research 
firm. Its 
report, 
"Looking Ahead to Better Edu­ 
cation in Missouri," is critical 
of the educational focilitles and 
policies in the state. 
Summers, speaking cm "State 
Master Plan for School Reor­ 
ganization and Jbnior College 
D istricts," noted that an educa­ 
tion 
must Include more than 
the 
traditional "three r’s". 
Education 
must be geared 
for all ages and must be de­ 
signed to meet the needs of 
modern society, he said. 
The trend In Missouri, as 
in the rest of the country, Is 
toward consolidation of school 
districts to provide better and 
more 
economical education, 
Summers said. 
In Missouri the number 
of 
school districts has decreased 
75 per cent in 31 years, and 
progress 
has been greatest 
since the passage of the reor­ 
ganization law by the legisla­ 
ture 
in 1948, he pointed out. 
In 1948 more than 8,000 school 
districts existed in Missouri; 
there are now 840. Some dis­ 
tricts have been reorganized 
as many as five times, Sum­ 
mers 
added. 
Studies have revealed 
the 
weakness of the small school 
district. Two factors must be 
considered in determining boun­ 
daries of the district: financial 
and human resources, he said. 
"There 
is only so much 
local wealth in an area, but dis­ 
tricts can be merged to provide 
a broad tax base, which pro­ 
vides 
a more comprehensive 
program of education," he ex­ 
plained. 
The 
governor’s conference 
recommended that the urban- 
suburban district have 1,000- 
1,500 pupils enrolled in grades 
9-12; the recommendation for 
outstate districts 
is 500-750 
pupils enrolled in grades 9-12. 


Southeast Missouri districts do 
not meet these standards, Sum­ 
mers said. 
Summers 
is a member 
of 
the Great Plains School Dis­ 
trict Reorganization Project. 
The project has four states —■ 
Missouri, Iowa, Nebraska and 
South Dakota — cooperating to 
study school district structure 
and reorganization. 
Morrow explained some of the 
recommendations 
of the gov­ 
ernor’s 
conference 
for an 
equalization program in 
Mis­ 
souri. 
The conference recommended 
a comprehensive high school 
building 
program 
from 
a 
master plan devised by the 
state department of education. 
Apportionment 
of state funds 
based on the financial needs of 
the district would pay for new 
schools and for schools already 
built. This plan would help dis­ 
tricts 
that lack an adequate 
bonding capacity. 
The 
equalization program 
would 
help 
employ regular 
teachers, special 
education 
teachers and teacher - aides 
and pay part of the cost for 
purchasing books and equip­ 
ment. 
Another benefit of the pro­ 
gram would be financing 
of 
vocational - technical 
educa­ 
tion. Morrow said that money is 


probably being wasted on such 
programs 
and that 
studies 
should be made to determine 
what types of vocational -tech­ 
nical education are needed in a 
district. 
For 
junior colleges, high 
schools and elementary schools 
the conference report recom­ 
mended that 50 per cent of the 
financing be provided by the 
state and 50 per cent by the dis­ 
trict. 
Not every district would be 
able to pay its share because 
of the lack of wealth. However, 
seme districts 
are able to 
pay more than the 50 per cent 
local financing and would be 
able to make up the deficit of 
the poorer districts. This Is 
the basis of the proposed equali­ 
zation program, whereby weal­ 
thier districts 
contribute tax 
dollars to the poorer districts. 
Other 
recommendations in­ 
cluded a reduction of the two- 
thirds majority needed for pas­ 
sage of a bond issue to a sim­ 
ple majority, a change in the 
10 per cent bond indebtedness 
of the district, an increase from 
180 to 200 days as the minimum 
requirement for school atten­ 
dance each year and a change 
in the tax levy election law. 
Presently If a proposed tax 
levy increase is defeated, the 
levy reverts back to the state

minimum requirement of $1.25 
per $100 assessed valuation. 
The conference recommended 
that the current levy be retained 
if the proposed increase were 
defeated. 
Morrow said that other rev­ 
enues must be found besides 
the property tax. Property own­ 
ers already pay enough tax on 
their property, he said. He also 
advised that money for build­ 
ing construction no longer be 
taken out of the general revenue 
fiind, which the state needs for 
other purposes. 
Prior to the addresses 
a 
slide 
presentation, ‘booking 
Ahead to Better Education in 
Missouri," prepared by South­ 
western 
Bell Telephone Com­ 
pany, was shown. 
The film pointed out that edu­ 
cation in Missouri leaves much 
to be desired. In 1965 Missouri 
was ranked 12th in the nation 
in per capita Income but ranked 
47th In proportion oi Income 
spent on education. 
The failure to provide enough 
money for education has made 
itself felt. Missouri dropped 
to 17th in the nation in per 
capita income in 1966, ranking 
48th in the proportion of in­ 
come spent on education. 
The increasing mobility rate 
in the nation makes inadequate 
education a national problem. 
Because of the movements of 
families from one school dis­ 
trict, county or state to an­ 
other, a pupil 
whose educa­ 
tion was inferior, where he 
formerly 
lived becomes the 
problem of his new school dis­ 
trict. 
Metropolitan areas have dif­ 
ficulty 
getting enough teach­ 
ers and adequate 
focilitles; 
rural areas have difficulty pro­ 
viding 
top quality education 
for a diminishing population. 
Although there is a trend to­ 
ward reorganization in 
Mis­ 
souri, a waste continues 
in 
numerous 
faculty 
members 
teaching 
a small number of 
pupils in areas where popula­ 
tion Is decreasing. This waste of 
money results 
in low teacher 
salaries. Missouri pays only 90 
per cent of the national aver­ 
age for teacher salaries. 
The increasing need for phy­ 
sical facilities 
can be met 
by 
a broader distribution of 
the 
tax dollar. The district 
should be small enough to pro­ 
vide communication between 
school administrators and the 
population and large enough to 
eliminate tax dollar waste. 
Because of the decline 
in 
form employment, schools must 
prepare many rural youths for

SAIGON (AP) — American 
warplanes pounded relentlessly 
at prime targets in North Viet­ 
nam today, hitting again inside 
the port city of Haiphong and 
closer than ever before to the 
center of the Communist capital 
of Hanoi. 
The new strikes against North 
Vietnam’s 
two major cities 
came within 24 hours of the first 
attacks of the war on MIG air­ 
fields in North Vietnam. 
The stepup in the air was ac­ 
companied by a jump in Ameri­ 
can plane losses. Four UJ>. 
planes were reported lost over 
the North — three Monday and 
one today, American pilots re­ 
ported shooting down two Com­ 
munist MIG17s Monday. 
The UJS. losses announced 
today brought the total Ameri­ 
can planes reported lost over 
the North to 514. 
A Peking broadcast said two 
U. S. fighters were shot down 
Monday in a dogfight just over 
the border of Red China from 
North Vietnam, but a 
U. S. 
spokesman denied it. He said, 
**l can find no report that would 
even remotely relate t#this." 
The Soviet news agency Tass 
said Hanoi reported a total of 
15 U. S. planes shot down today 
-• three at Hanoi and 12 over 
Haiphong. It said one American 
pilot was captured. 
Saigon announcements were 
limited to the one plane.

JEFFERSON CITY (AP) — 
The Missouri House defeated a 
move today that would have 
delayed Missouri action in the 
toll road area until next year. 
The House had just re-opened 
debate on 
Gov. Warren E. 
Hearnes' embattled toll road 
bill when Rep. Charles Sheehan, 
D-House Springs, offered a sub­ 
stitute plan. 
It called for a 15-member 
commission to study feasibility 
of toll roads in Missouri and 
how to finance them. The com­ 
mission would report to the leg­ 
islature by Feb. 1, 1968 and 
would, Sheehan said, allow the 
state to approach the toll road 
problem sanely. 
Rep. Robert E. Young, R- 
Carthage opposed it. He said 
Kansas already has a plan to 
build a toll road from Kansas 
City south to Galena, Kan. 
And the bill's sponsor, Rep. 
Ruben Schapeler, D-Bates Coun­ 
ty, reported a financial adviser 
said Monday the Kansas plan 
would cost too much to make 
it feasible. 
Sheehan's amendment was de­ 
feated 51-105 but the vote indi­ 
cated the Democratic governor 
didn't have solid backing from 
the majority Democrats. 
A batch of other amendments 
appeared in the offing, indicat­ 
ing the bill would be subjected 
to extended argument before 
any final action is taken. 
The m a j o r i t y Democrats 
scheduled a presession caucus, 
presumably to lay strategy for 
the battle to preserve the 
Hearnes version of the bill with­ 
out crippling amendments.

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Dr. John C. Weaver spoke of the broad func­ 
tions of 
the University of Missouri in his 
inaugural speech at Columbia as 14th presi­ 
dent of the institution. 
This was a wise emphasis because part of his 
task is to educate Missourians of the 
broad 
range of service performed by the University. 
It is notable that he didn’t neglect the human 
values of higher education: 
“No human institution has more reason than 
an educational institution to deny or stoutly 
resist any philosophy which would submerge 
the paramount importance of the individual. 
Knowledge can only be held and ultimate wis­ 
dom can only come to individual minds.’’ 
Even though the University is growing larger 
Dr. Weaver held as “the most fundamental 
expectation*’ that “ways can be found to make 
education a warmly human experience for in­ 
dividual people, one by one.** 
One of the major sources of student 
unrest 
at the University of California at Berkeley 
has been due to sheer size - the student feeling 
that he had lost 
identity in a mechanical edu­ 
cational process. 
There are many definitions of the goals of 
education. 
Some are false at least to a degree. 
One of the better ones was voiced by the late 
magazine publisher Henry Luce; 
“To make a person feel comfortable in the 
universe.’’ 
Another came from Dr. Henry Van Dyke, an 
eminent professor; 
“The true object of education is to train one 
to think clearly and rightly.’* 
It is not enough to teach a student how to best 
perform any task - whether it be practice of 
law, performing a surgical operation or pub­ 
lishing a newspaper - because methods change. 
He must learn to be flexible, how to adapt to 
change and where to obtain accurate informa­ 
tion. His challenge is one of constant adaption. 
Given a taste of learning, he must eagerly con­ 
tinue the process or the world will pass him 
by. 
These goals have been obscured in a growing 
emphasis on tests, diplomas and degrees. Hu­ 
man values have been either ignored or sub­ 
merged. 
Clear thinking is an individual responsibility. 
It never was more needed and never 
more 
neglected.

SOVIET TV OWNERS ARISE IN INDIGNATION 
Sometimes when you get the bill for the re­ 
pairs of the TV set, you feel like Wells Fargo 
did when some baddie made off with another 
payroll. 
But you really must, as the saying 
goes, count your blessings. 
We knock television quite a bit in these United 
States. 
We call it the “boob tube*’ and the eye 
to “a vast wasteland’* and are often convinced 
that the people who write the commercials are 
congenital idiots who, in addition to their other 
problems, don’t know an adverb from a prepo­ 
sition. 
In the Soviet Union, they have television and 
refer to it as “the blue screen - that is, when 
the set is working. 
And if it isn’t, citizen 
rights to TV repairs are protected by the 
Ministry of Communications; but it just doesn’t 
work out that way. 
They have a bureau or a 
ministry or an agency for everything over there 
and, considering the Soviet complaints 
about 
TV repair we hear of lately, we Americans 
ought to make much more noise about losing 
Freedoms to an ever-expanding, bureaucratic, 
over-centralized 
federal 
government which 
wants to do everything for us. 
Now some people might say that TV repair 
in Russia is a petty case in point, but let them 
read on to determine if it isn*t symbolic of 
the virtues of our system and the unworkability 
and tyranny of the Red way of doing things. 
Moscow 
has a weekly 
newspaper 
called 
“ Ekonomicheskaia gaseta” and it published 
an article by Comrade writer V. 
Matveiev 
entitled “Television Service Problems.** And 
they got ’em. 
Matveiev 
says 
millions 
of TV owners 
(“these* expensive gadgets**) 
are compelled 
to get out the overhaul warranty the day they 
buy their set and have to use up their spare 
time going to the Moscow Television Trust 
for repairs. 
It all sounds terribly trying, 
according to Matveiev. 
He says the story of Comrade Benenson ought 
to receive 
particular attention from 
the 
Ministry of Communication and the Television 
Trust. 
Benenson called in TV Teohnician Osipov from 
Repair Shop 24 (they have numbers for every­ 
thing). 
After Osipov operated, Benenson sat 
down to watch that provocative show “Semi­ 
na PS for Corn Growers’* and waited for picture 
and sound, none of which the set could deliver. 
However, clouds of smoke did emanate from 
•he set’s complex innards. 
Benenson called 
••epair Shop 24 again and received the services 
<»f Technician Comrade Zalkind who discovered 
u “do-it-yourself” safety device in the set, 


and promptly accused it of burning out the power 
transformer and forever ending the 
short, 
unhappy life of the picture tube. 
After having missed the monumentally enter­ 
taining corn grower’s seminar, plus “Tales 
Dy Grandmother Television” and a sports show, 
Benenson sat down and wrote a letter to the 
Ministry of Communications. 
His 
request 
was patently bourgeois: 
he wanted the over­ 
haul performed at the expense of the repair 
shop which put that “safety device” in the set 
in the first place. 
Evidently, the Ministry passed the buck to 
Television Trust because T.T. wrote a letter 
to Benenson saying it was he and not Tele­ 
vision Repair Shop 24 who bore responsibility 
for installing the offending safety bug. 
Benenson told “ Ekonomicheskaia gaseta” that 
the charge was nonsense “as I know nothing 
about the inside of a TV set and never open 
mine. . .It is difficult for me to understand 
why I cannot get any protection of my rights 
from the Ministry of Communications. 
In­ 
stead I am accused of a swindle.” 
With that, Comrade Matveiev polished off 
one case and launched into another even more 
distressing: 
“The author (of the complaining letter) 
is 
Leybutin; he is an ordinary Moscovite and 
a 
TV set owner.” He called a technician from 
the Ostankinskaia Street repair shop four times. 
A technician or two would come, do something, 
take two or three rubles ($2.22 or $3.33) and 
depart, leaving behind a set that wouldn’t work. 
“The last tim e,” Comrade Leybutin wrote, 
“they said the picture tube had to be checked. 
They took out the block and left it on the table. 
The next day I took time off from my work, 
spent two hours in bringing the mechanism to 
the atelier (workshop), and three days later 
went back to pick it up. 
They refused to take 
into 
account the 
amounts paid by me for 
previous overhauls and would not even check 
their records.” 
Leybutin might have been hoping for a break 
in this storm of heartless bureaucracy, but it 
wasn’t to be. 
The next day a technician 
showed up, put in the picture tube and changed 
another tube. 
Two days later another tube 
burned out. 
The cycle is now apparently complete,” he 
complained in his letter to “ Ekonomicheskaia 
gazeta” , “the set will have to be taken to the 
atelier all over again, which will probably cost 
another ten rubles ($11.11). . . . 
Writer Matveiev said it was his opinion that 
the optimism of the Ministry of Communica­ 
tions would 
disappear completely if it knew 
about still another case; that of Comrade 
Prikhodko of Krasnopresensky Raion. Prikhod­ 
ko was more than disappointed with his “T- 
emp-6” TV set. 
The brand name is open to 
all 
kinds of interpretation, one being that it 
works temporarily and then only for 
six 
minutes. 
This interpretation is not nearly 
as sarcastic as it seems, for note writer 
Matveiev’s comment: 
“The plant and TV re­ 
pair shop workers run from (Prikhodko) like 
the devil from frankincense.” 
We don’t know if Comrade Prikhodko 
ever 
solved his problem, for we left him shortly 
after he was charged two rubles for a service 
call during which the mechanic “dusted the 
inside of the set, installed a safety device, 
soldered a contact, calculated his fee” and 
left. 
One week later, the set was out of order 
again. 
Wrjter Matveiev says these are only some 
of the cases and if there are millions of them, 
they must reflect the real situation “which the 
Ministry of Communications refuses to recog­ 
nize.”

in aid of his nomination or elec­ 
tion or both, shall not exceed 
one - third of the salary of 
said office for one year." 
Dodd's salary as senator for 
one year is $30,000. In 1963 
alone, which was not an election 
year, he raised $54,663. 
Dodd is a 
lawyer. He has 
practiced law In Connecticut 
most of his life, having been 
a U. S. Attorney, a congress­ 
man and a senator. Yet he wan­ 
tonly 
and knowingly violated 
the 
election laws 
of Con­ 
necticut. Were he an ordinary 
citizen he would be prosecuted 
and put in jail.

too numerous to mention here. 
4. The Federal Corrupt Prac­ 
tices Act forbids any candidate 
to receive contributions from 
a corporation. Dodd received 
$18,000 from the International 
Latex Company, which his for­ 
mer employees testified was to 
secure an ambassadorship for 
Abe Span el, chairman of Latex, 
The latter point was denied by 
Dodd, but the first point, name­ 
ly the receipt of fluids from a 
corporation, was not denied. 
5. It is specifically against 
the law to use campaign funds 
for personal expenses unless 
they are listed as personal 
Income, and taxes paid there^ 
on. Dodd used 
most of the 
$173,000 he collected at testi­ 
monial and campaign dinners 
for his own use, and he paid 
no taxes on it.

So, truly knowledgeable in­ 
siders are flatly predicting a 
10 • day railroad strike begin­ 
ning at 12:01 May 3 on 200 
Class A roads despite the Pres­ 
ident’s warning that "many ter­ 
rible consequences will flow" 
from such a nationwide stop­ 
page. 
And, lest we forget, this Is 
not merely 
a matter of fact 
freight 
and haulage of vital 
war materiel. There can be 
even graver consequences for 
the undisturbed. 
Commuter 
trains tunneling 
into hundreds of major cities 
from Jamaica Bay to San Fran­ 
cisco 
Bay 
also 
will 
be 
paralyzed. Suburbia, take no­ 
tice. 
*%jet’s face it,*’ said a grim 
spokesman for the unruffled 
Roy Slemiller, AFL- CIO ma­ 
chinists 
leader, who through 
this column has been warning 
of a coast • to • coast stoppage 
since last December, "there 
will be a strike unless we get 
the settlement we seek from the 
lines. 
"We have the right to strike 
and we will until it becomes 
Illegal. That will take a new 
law. We'll fight it. We already 
are battling It. 
"We've asked our 19001odges 
to contact their Senators and 
Representatives. We*U 
urge 
our Congressional friends to 
demand a roll call so those 
who vote for compulsory arbi­ 
tration will have to stand up and 
be counted". 
Even grimmer is the warning 
of the Senate's dean of labor 
experts, 
Wayne Morse, who 
has been talking to President 
Johnson.

It’s not good for Indus­ 
try. 
"We're 
finished with eco­ 
nomic freedom if we get com­ 
pulsory collective bargaining".

Retorts the union, the hell with 
job evaluation. We have been 
opposed to It for years. 
Slemiller and Ramsey want 
more money for their men now 
- without any job analyses and 
work tests. And they want more 
than the other on - train un­ 
ions 
have agreed to take. 
So 
the 
railroads’ spokes­ 
man, old "Doc" Wolfe, says 
the lines just can't do that, 
since 70 per cent of the 24 
railroad unions have agreed 
to settle for a five per cent 
raise. 
Siemiller — now easily more 
militant than Walter Reuther 
and the shades of Mike Quill 
wrapped into one - replies with 
a threat to walk out that May 
night — unless his people in the 
railroad shops get seven per 
cent and special pay for the 
skilled men. 
That's it. That's the dead­ 
lock. 
As for the threat of Con­ 
gressional action - spontaneous 
and unrehearsed because there 
is no strike legislation - the 
union will fight it for many rea­ 
sons including the fear of mass 
firings. Some 17,000 locomo­ 
tive firemen 
lost their jobs 
after Congress passed a com­ 
pulsory arbitration law during 
the Kennedy regime back In'63. 
So, says Siemiller, "We'D 
strike the nation's railroads 
right after midnight 
May 3. 
You can say that and be right."

telephone company had the wrong number.

STATE LOSES TAX MONEY 
ON REBUILT TRUCKS 
JEFFERSON CITY - A Mis­ 
souri corporation recently o r­ 
dered 20 trucks for use in its 
business from a large manu­ 
facturer. The corporation paid 
the sales tax to the state and 
was awaiting delivery when it 
was notified that shipment would 
not be made. 
The Department of Defense 
had pre-em pted the order to use 
the trucks in the Viet Nam War, 
and the state had to refund the 
sales tax. 
But war had had a 
broader 
effect on the sales tax in Mis­ 
souri, according to 
Director 
of Revenue Thomas David. 
With the shortage of trucks, 
trucking firm s and other cor­ 
porations have resorted to re­ 
pairing, and in many cases, 
completely rebuilding 
their 
old trucks to add a few more 
years of use. 
Since no new registration is 
required for the truck 
kits 
used in rebuilding - registra- 
DELTA 


tion is only required for 
a 
new 
chassis - many truck 
owners are getting a 
new 
truck in effect without having 
to pay sales tax. 
David said the sales tax loss 
to the state is at least $150,- 
000 a year through such 
re­ 
building of trucks. 
On the other hand, 
common 
carriers have been exempt from 
sales taxes under a Missouri 
statute for years on the 
re­ 
pair, replacement and manu­ 
facture 
of 
their 
vehicles, 
whether they be 
airplanes, 
trains, or buses. 
Reportedly, the pressure for 
such 
a 
statutory exemption 
came from certain 
airlines 
and railroads which 
operate 
major maintenance plants 
in 
Missouri. 
Therefore, a 
jet 
airliner could receive a 
new 
engine, or a truck with 
all 
new parts, and the state cannot 
levy a tax on these items. 
David said he could see 
a 
financial need for the 
state 
to be able to levy sales taxes 
on items manufactured by or 
for common carrie rs, but that 
this was not within the pro­ 
vince of the Department 
of 
Revenue - explicitly pointing 
out that this was a 
statutory 
exemption 
subject to 
change 
only by the Legislature. 
He is concerned, however, with 
corporations in the state which 
do not operate as 
common 
carriers, but are 
virtually 
rebuilding new trucks on 
old 
chassis without reporting this 
to the sales tax division. 
At present, he said there is 
no way his department can en­ 
force the sales tax on 
these 
truck repair kits. But he added 
that the Attorney General 
is 
attempting to find a solution 
to the problem without making 
a statutory change, since this 
is an adm inistrative problem- 
apart from the statutory exemp­ 
tion for common carriers. 
HEARNES’ TOLL ROAD BILL 
RECEIVES AMENDMENTS 
The House this week was ex­ 
pected to pass Gov. 
Warren 
E. Hearnes’ toll road bill, but 
not before it had tacked 
on 
several amendments. 
High on the governor’s legis­ 
lative priority list, the 
bill 


would establish a "date 
toll 
road authority with the power 
to conduct feasibility studies 
for and direct construction oi 
toll roads In the state to sup­ 
plement the limited resources 
of the state highway system. 
The Senate already has passed 
the m easure. 
The controversy arose 
over 
the bill during debate on the 
House 
floor, 
where 
certain 
representatives, led by Rep. 
Jam es I. Spainhower (D-Mar- 
shall), voiced opposition to the 
provision allowing the 
pro­ 
posed toll authority to 
have 
unrestricted use of the gross 
annual revenue in the state road 
fund, prim arily when a toll road 
failed to pay for itself. 
Rep. Spainhower 
managed to 
lain approval of an amendment 
vhich would have limited the 
amount of the road fund to be 
used on toll roads to three per 
cent in any one year. 
But in an unusual move, re­ 
ported to have been prompted 
by the governor, the 
House 
voted the next day to reconsid­ 
e r the Spainhower amendment 
and then voted it out - leaving 
the state road fund again avail­ 
able to the toll authority, which 
will consist of the members of 
the State Highway Commission 
and the governor. 
Following this action 
how­ 
ever, Rep. Harold Holliday (D- 
Kansas City) led a successful 
assault on the bill in the form 
of two amendments. 
One of these would 
remove 
authority from the authority 
to set speed lim its and truck 
height, weight and width limits 
for vehicles traveling on the 
toll roads. He argued that vio­ 
lations of such provisions were 
punishable misdemeanors and 
only within the province of the 
Legislature to stipulate, as it 
does for all other highways. 
Holliday's 
second 
amend­ 
ment would lower the amount 
of purchases the toll authority 
could make, above which open 
bids would be required. 
The 
bill provided that the authority 
could make purchases up to 
$25,000 without submitting them 
to bids, and Holliday convinced 
a majority of the 
legislators 
that the amount should be low­ 


ered to $5,000 - the 
same 
restriction 
governing 
pur­ 
chases by other state agencies. 
HOUSE DEFEATS 
RESORT 
LIQUOR BILL 
A bill which would extend the 
sale of liquor by the drink to 
two Lake of the Ozarks re­ 
sorts was defeated last week 
in the Missouri House. 
Debate over the bill resulted 
In a clash between Its sponsor, 
Rep. Joseph W. Beckerle (D- 
St. Louis) and Rep. 
Thomas 
D. Graham (D-Jefferson City). 
As introduced, the bill would 
allow sale of liquor by 
the 
drink to resorts with a mini­ 
mum of 80 rooms - which would 
have included only the Lodge of 
the 
Four Seasons and Tan- 
tar-a. 
Graham sought to amend the 
bill and lower the room mini­ 
mum to 20. 
Beckerle charged that such an 
amendment “ would allow any 
roadside honky-tonk to qualify 
for a license.'* 
Graham retorted that “ if this 
is good enough for the 
large 
honky-tonks, it's good enough 
for the small ones.” 
Graham’s amendment failed 
and the bill was defeated 67 to 
86.

Poplar Bluff schools, explained 
the recom m endations of 
t h e 
M issouri 
governor's 
con­ 
ference on education. About 600 
persons attended. 
The 
governor's conference 
grew out of a report done the 
Academy for Educational De­ 
velopment, Inc., an educational 
research 
firm . Its 
rep o rt, 
"Looking Ahead to B etter Edu­ 
cation in M issouri,” is critical 
of the educational facilities and 
policies in the state. 
Sum m ers, speaking on "S tate 
M aster Plan for School R eor­ 
ganization and Junior College 
D istricts,” noted that an educa­ 
tion 
must include m ore than 
the 
traditional "th re e r 's ” . 
Education 
must be geared 
for all ages and must be de­ 
signed to meet the needs of 
modern society, he said. 
The trend in M issouri, as 
in the re st of the country, is 
toward consolidation of school 
districts to provide better and 
more 
economical education, 
Sum m ers said. 
In M issouri the num ber 
of 
school d istric ts has decreased 
75 
per cent 
in 31 y ears, and 
pro g ress 
has

since 
the passage of the re o r­ 
ganization law by the leg isla­

In 1948 m ore than 8,000 school 
d istricts existed in M issouri;

Joseph Cardinal Frings, 80- 
year-old friend of Adenauer, 
said In a brief funeral sermon 
that "the German nation will 
mourn him as it would a fa.

Formal eulogies were pro­ 
nounced earlier at Bonn in a 
ceremony In the Bundestag — 
Parliament — by German lead­ 
e rs. The Mass at the 718-year- 
old cathedral was the last pub­ 
lic 
service for Adenauer, who 
died last Wednesday at the age 
ol 81. 


A private family service in 
the little Waldfriedhof — forest 
cem etery — in Rhoendorf, his 
home town, is the last rite for 
the man who led postwar Ger­ 
many from Ignominious defeat 
to a respected place In the com­ 
munity of nations.

Dr. John C. Weaver spoke of the broad func­ 
tions of 
the University of Missouri in his 
inaugural speech at Columbia as 14th presi­ 
dent of the institution. 
This was a wise emphasis because part of his 
task is to educate Missourians of the 
broad 
range of service performed by the University. 
It is notable that he didn’t neglect the human 
values of higher education: 
“ No human institution has more reason than 
an educational institution to deny or stoutly 
resist any philosophy which would submerge 
the paramount importance of the individual. 
Knowledge can only be held and ultimate wis­ 
dom can only come to individual minds.” 
Even though the University is growing larger 
Dr. Weaver held as “ the most fundamental 
expectation” that “ ways can be found to make 
education a warmly human experience for in­ 
dividual people, one by one.” 
One of the major sources of student 
unrest 
at the University of California at Berkeley 
has been due to sheer size - the student feeling 
that he had lost 
identity in a mechanical edu­ 
cational process. 
There are many definitions of the goals of 
education. 
Some are false at least to a degree. 
One of the better ones was voiced by the late 
magazine publisher Henry Luce: 
“ To make a person feel comfortable in the 
universe.” 
Another came from Dr. Henry Van Dyke, an 
eminent professor: 
“ The true object of education is to train one 
to think clearly and rightly.” 
It is not enough to teach a student how to best 
perform any task - whether it be practice of 
law, performing a surgical operation or pub­ 
lishing a newspaper - because methods change. 
He must learn to be flexible, how to adapt to 
change and where to obtain accurate informa­ 
tion. His challenge is one of constant adaption. 
Given a taste of learning, he must eagerly con­ 
tinue the process or the world will pass him 
by. 
These goals have been obscured in a growing 
emphasis on tests, diplomas and degrees. Hu­ 
man values have been either ignored or sub­ 
merged. 
Clear thinking is an individual responsibility. 
It never was more needed and never 
more 
neglected.

Sometimes when you get the bill for the re ­ 
pairs of the TV set, you feel like Wells Fargo 
did when some 
baddie made off with another 
payroll. 
But you really must, as the saying 
goes, count your blessings. 
We knock television quite a bit in these United 
States. 
We call it the “ boob tube” and the eye 
to “ a vast wasteland” and are often convinced 
that the people who write the commercials are 
congenital idiots who, in addition to their other 
problems, don’t know an adverb from a prepo­ 
sition. 
In the Soviet Union, they have television and 
refer to it as “ the blue screen - that is, when 
the set is working. 
And if it isn’t, citizen 
rights to TV repairs are protected by the 
Ministry of Communications; but it just doesn’t 
work out that way. 
They have a bureau or a 
ministry or an agency for everything over there 
and, considering the Soviet complaints 
about 
TV repair we hear of lately, we Americans 
ought to make much more noise about losing 
Freedoms to an ever-expanding, bureaucratic, 
over-centralized 
federal 
government which 
wants to do everything for us. 
Now some people might say that TV repair 
in Russia is a petty case in point, but let them 
read on to determine if it isn’t symbolic of 
the virtues of our system and the unworkability 
and tyranny of the Red way of doing things. 
Moscow 
has a weekly 
newspaper 
called 
“ Ekonomicheskaia gaseta” and it published 
an article by Comrade writer V. 
Matveiev 
entitled “ Television Service Problem s.” And 
they got ’em. 
Matveiev 
says 
millions 
of TV owners 
(“ these* expensive gadgets” ) 
are compelled 
t'» get out the overhaul warranty the day they 
buy their set and have to use up their spare 
time going to the Moscow Television Trust 
ior repairs. 
It all sounds terribly trying, 
according to Matveiev. 
He says the story of Comrade Benenson ought 
to receive 
particular attention from 
the 
Ministry of Communication and the Television 
Trust. 
Benenson called in TV Teohnician Osipov from 
Repair Shop 24 (they have numbers for every- 
thing). 
After Osipov operated, Benenson sat 
down to watch that provocative show “ Semi­ 
nars for Corn Growers” and waited for picture 
and sound, none of which the set could deliver. 
However, clouds of smoke did emanate from 
H»e set’8 complex innards. 
Benenson called 
Repair Shop 24 again and received the services 
of Technician Comrade Zalkind who discovered 
u “do-it-yourself” safety device in the set, 


and promptly accused it of burning out the power 
transform er and forever ending the 
short, 
unhappy life of the picture tube. 
After having missed the monumentally enter­ 
taining corn grower’s seminar, plus “ Tales 
oy Grandmother Television” and a sports show, 
Benenson sat down and wrote a letter to the 
Ministry of Communications. 
His 
request 
was patently bourgeois: 
he wanted the over­ 
haul performed at the expense of the repair 
shop which put that “ safety device” in the set 
in the first place. 
Evidently, the Ministry passed the buck to 
Television Trust because T.T. wrote a letter 
to Benenson saying it was he and not Tele­ 
vision Repair Shop 24 who bore responsibility 
for installing the offending safety bug. 
Benenson told “ Ekonomicheskaia gaseta” that 
the charge was nonsense “ as I know nothing 
about the inside of a TV set and never open 
mine. . .It is difficult for me to understand 
why I cannot get any protection of my rights 
from the Ministry of Communications. 
In­ 
stead I am accused of a 
With that, Comrade 
one case and launched 
distressing: 
“ The author (of the 
Leybutin; he is 


swindle.” 
Matveiev polished off 
into another even more 


complaining letter) 
is 
an ordinary Moscovite and 
a 
TV set owner.” He called a technician from 
the Ostankinskaia Street repair shop four tim es. 
A technician or two would come, do something, 
take two or three rubles ($2.22 or $3.33) and 
depart, leaving behind a set that wouldn’t work. 
“ The last tim e,” Comrade Leybutin wrote, 
“ they said the picture tube had to be checked. 
They took out the block and left it on the table. 
The next day I took time off from my work, 
spent two hours in bringing the mechanism to 
the atelier (workshop), and three days later 
went back to pick it up. 
They refused to take 
into 
account the 
amounts paid by me for 
previous overhauls and would not even check 
their records.” 
Leybutin might have been hoping for a break 
in this storm of heartless bureaucracy, but it 
wasn’t to be. 
The next day a technician 
showed up, put in the picture tube and changed 
another tube. 
Two days later another tube 
burned out. 
The cycle is now apparently complete,” he 
complained in his letter to “ Ekonomicheskaia 
gazeta” , “ the set will have to be taken to the 
atelier all over again, which will probably cost 
another ten rubles ($11.11). . . . 
W riter Matveiev said it was his opinion that 
the optimism of the Ministry of Communica­ 
tions would 
disappear completely if it knew 
about still another case; that of Comrade 
Prikhodko of Krasnopresensky Raion. Prikhod­ 
ko was more than disappointed with his “ T- 
emp-6” TV set. 
The brand name is open to 
all 
kinds of interpretation, one being that it 
works temporarily and then only for 
six 
minutes. 
This interpretation is not 
nearly 
as sarcastic as it seems, for note w riter 
Matveiev’s comment: 
pair shop workers run 
the devil from frankincense.” 
We don’t know if Comrade Prikhodko 
ever 
solved his problem, for we left him shortly 
after he wras charged two rubles for a service 
call during which the mechanic “ dusted 
the 
inside of the set, installed a safety device, 
soldered a contact, calculated his fee” and 
left. 
One week later, the set was out of order 
again. 
W rjter Matveiev says these are only some 
of the cases and if there are millions of them, 
they must reflect the real situation “ which the 
Ministry of Communications refuses to recog­ 
nize.”

United states today, 
every minute of every day, an 
automobile is stolen. 
Last 
year half a million Americans 
found themselves the 
victims 
of auto theft — one of 
the 
country’s most frequent, ex­ 
pensive and serious crimes. 
Auto thefts have 
increased 
more than 60 per cent since 
1960, more than double the per­ 
centage Increase in auto regis­ 
trations. At the 
present rate, 
more than a million cars a year 
will be stolen by the 1970’s. 


Why do these auto thefts occur? 
What can be done 
to combat 
the auto theft problem? Colonel 
E. I. (Mike) 
Hockaday, Su­ 
perintendent of the 
Missouri 
State Highway Patrol, 
states 
that one major factor in car 
theft is the failure of owners 
to lock their own automobiles. 
He points out that 8 out of 10 
cars stolen are 
unlocked and 
that 4 out of 10 cars 
stolen 
have the keys in the ignition. 


“ The ‘key’ lit combating" the 
auto theft problem is literally 
in the hands of the individual 
citizen,” Colonel Hockaday de­ 
clared. “ By forming the sim­ 
ple 
habit of 
removing the 
keys from the ignition and lock­ 
ing the 
automobile when he 
leaves it, the probability that 
his car will be 
stolen de­ 
creases about 50 per cent. 
“ An unlocked parked car with 
the keys in the ignition is an 
open invitation to the auto theft. 
By simply removing your keys 
and locking the car, you help 
remove the invitation,” he con­ 
cluded.

WASHINGTON - Judging by 
the maU that has been flooding 
both congress and this news­

issue

ing one law for it and another 
law 
for congress. People fig­ 
ure 
that the men who write 
the 
laws 
should not 
only 
know them but live up to them 
as 
conscientiously as those 
who don't write them but must 
obey them. 
The case of Sen. Dodd is a 
very important example. The 
senate is getting awfully tired 
of hearing about this case and 
would like to forget it. Sena­ 
tors have been hoping against 
hope that ne would resign. But 
the public is not tired and will 
probably keep pouring on the 
heat, not only regarding Dodd 
but the whole question of ethical 
conduct. The least that the pub­ 
lic 
wants is observance of the 
law; and, anyway you look at it, 
Dodd has violated the law in at 
least 
five 
instances as fol­ 
lows: 
1. The Connecticut 
Corrupt 
Practices Act, Section 658C of 
the 1953 supplement 
to the 
general 
statutes states: “the 
payments, 
expendit u r e s, 
promises and liabilities which 
any candidate for senator 
of 
the United States may make or 
incur, directly or indirectly, 
in aid of Ids nomination or elec­ 
tion or both, shall not exceed 
one - third of the salary of 
said office for one year.*' 
Dodd's salary as senator for 
one year Is $30,000. In 1963 
alone, which was not an election 
year, he raised $54,663. 
Dodd is a 
lawyer. He has 
practiced law In Connecticut 
most of Ids life, having been 
a U. S. Attorney, a congress­ 
man and a senator. Yet he wan­ 
tonly 
and knowingly violated 
the 
election laws 
of Con­ 
necticut. Were he an ordinary 
citizen he would be prosecuted 
and put In jail.

Dodd received 
$18,000 from the International 
Latex Company, which his for­ 
mer employees testified was to 
secure an ambassadorship for 
Abe Spanel, chairman of Latex. 
The latter point was denied by 
Dodd, but the first point, name­ 
ly the receipt of ftinds from a 
corporation, was not denied. 
5. It is 
specifically against 
the law to use campaign funds 
for personal expenses unless 
they are listed as personal 
Income, and taxes paid there^ 
on. Dodd used 
most of the 
$173,000 he collected at testi­ 
monial and campaign dinners 
for his own use, and he paid 
no taxes on it. 
What the 
American people 
will be watching in the Dodd 
case and other cases of unethi­ 
cal 
congressional conduct Is 
whether there Is going to be one 
standard 
of enforcement for 
the congressmen who make the 
laws and another standard of 
enforcement for other people 
who don't write them but iiave 
to obey them. 
SUMMER JOBS NEEDED 
The White House Is worried 
that this summer may be as 
long, hot and frustrating as the

Both 
were 
angered by the 
President's Emergency Board 
recommendation for a job evalu­ 
ation study, so it could be de­ 
termined whether the skilled 
people 
deserve to get extra 
pay. 
Retorts the union, the hell with 
job evaluation. We have been 
opposed to it for years. 
Siemiller and Ramsey want 
more money for their men now 
— without any job analyses and 
work tests. Andthey want more 
than the other on • train un­ 
ions 
have agreed to take. 
So 
the 
railroads' spokes­ 
man, old “ Doc” Wolfe, says 
the lines just can't do that, 
since 70 per cent of the 
24 
railroad unions have agreed 
to settle for a five per cent 
raise. 
Siemiller — now easily more 
militant than Walter 
Reuther 
and the shades of Mike Quill 
wrapped into one - replies with 
a threat to walk out that May 
night — unless his people In the 
railroad shops get seven per 
cent and special pay for the 
skilled men. 
That's it. That's the dead­ 
lock. 
As for the threat of Con­ 
gressional action — spontaneous 
and unrehearsed because there 
is no strike legislation - the 
union will fight It for many rea­ 
sons including the fear of mass 
firings. Some 17,000 locomo­ 
tive 
firemen 
lost their Jobs 
after Congress passed a com­ 
pulsory arbitration law during 
the Kennedy regime back in '63. 
So, says Siemiller, “we'll 
strike the nation's railroads 
right after midnight 
May 3. 
You can say iiiai ami be right.” 
IX the shop crafts do hit, it 
will be the first time In 
45 
years. But Siemiller never has 
hesitated to stop history's high­ 
ball express. 
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Dr. John C. Weaver spoke of the broad func­ 
tions of 
the University of Missouri in his 
inaugural speech at Columbia as 14th presi­ 
dent of the institution. 
This was a wise emphasis because part of his 
task is to educate Missourians of the 
broad 
range of service performed by the University. 
It is notable that he didn’t neglect the human 
values of higher education; 
“No human institution has more reason than 
an educational institution to deny or stoutly 
resist any philosophy which would submerge 
the paramount importance of the individual. 
Knowledge can only be held and ultimate wis­ 
dom can only come to individual minds.” 
Even though the University is growing larger 
Dr. Weaver held as “the most fundamental 
expectation” that “ways can be found to make 
education a warmly human experience for in­ 
dividual people, one by one.” 
One of the major sources of student 
unrest 
at the University of California at Berkeley 
has been due to sheer size - the student feeling 
that he had lost 
identity in a mechanical edu­ 
cational process. 
There are many definitions of the goals of 
education. 
Some are false at least to a degree. 
One of the better ones was voiced by the late 
magazine publisher Henry Luce; 
“To make a person feel comfortable in the 
universe.” 
Another came from Dr. Henry Van Dyke, an 
eminent professor; 
“The true object of education is to train one 
to think clearly and rightly.” 
It is not enough to teach a student how to best 
perform any task - whether it be practice of 
law, performing a surgical operation or pub­ 
lishing a newspaper - because methods change. 
He must learn to be flexible, how to adapt to 
change and where to obtain accurate informa­ 
tion. His challenge is one of constant adaption. 
Given a taste of learning, he must eagerly con­ 
tinue the process or the world will pass him 
by. 
These goals have been obscured in a growing 
emphasis on tests, diplomas and degrees. Hu­ 
man values have been either ignored or sub­ 
merged. 
Clear thinking is an individual responsibility. 
It never was more needed and never 
more 
neglected.

SOVIET TV OWNERS ARISE IN INDIGNATION 
Sometimes when you get the bill for the re­ 
pairs of the TV set, you feel like Wells Fargo 
did when some 
baddie made off with another 
payroll. 
But you really must, as the saying 
goes, count your blessings. 
We knock television quite a bit in these United 
States. 
We call it the “boob tube” and the eye 
to “a vast wasteland” and are often convinced 
that the people who write the commercials are 
congenital idiots who, in addition to their other 
problems, don’t know' an adverb from a prepo­ 
sition. 
In the Soviet Union, they have television and 
refer to it as “the blue screen - that is, when 
the set is working. 
And if it isn’t, citizen 
rights to TV repairs are protected by the 
Ministry of Communications; but It just doesn’t 
work out that way. 
They have a bureau or a 
ministry or an agency for everything over there 
vind, considering the Soviet complaints 
about 
TV repair we hear of lately, we Americans 
ought to make much more noise about losing 
Freedoms to an ever-expanding, bureaucratic, 
over-centralized 
federal 
government which 
wants to do everything for us. 
Now some people might say that TV repair 
in Russia is a petty case in point, but let them 
read on to determine if it isn’t symbolic of 
the virtues of our system and the unworkability 
and tyranny of the Red way of doing things. 
Moscow 
has a weekly 
newspaper 
called 
“ Ekonomicheskaia gaseta” and it published 
an article by Comrade writer V, 
Matveiev 
entitled “Television Service Problems.” And 
they got ’em. 
Matveiev 
says 
millions 
of TV owners 
(“these* expensive gadgets” ) 
are compelled 
bi get out the overhaul warranty the day they 
buy their set and have to use up their spare 
time going to the Moscow Television Trust 
tor repairs. 
It all sounds terribly trying, 
according to Matveiev. 
He says the story of Comrade Benenson ought 
to receive 
particular attention from 
the 
Ministry of Communication and the Television 
• rust, 
Benenson called in TV Technician Osipov from 
Repair Shop 24 (they have numbers for every­ 
thing). 
After Osipov operated, Benenson sat 
down to watch that provocative show “Semi- 
n.irs for Corn Growers” and waited for picture 
md sound, none of which the set could deliver. 
However, clouds of smoke did emanate from 
Hie set’s complex innards. 
Benenson called 
Repair Shop 24 again and received the services 
of Technician Comrade /alklnd who discovered 
a “do-it-yourself” safety device in the set, 


and promptly accused it of burning out the power 
transformer and forever ending the 
short, 
unhappy life of the picture tube. 
After having missed the monumentally enter­ 
taining corn grower’s seminar, plus “Tales 
ny Grandmother Television” and a sports show, 
Benenson sat down and wrote a letter to the 
Ministry of Communications. 
His 
request 
was patently bourgeois: 
he wanted the over­ 
haul performed at the expense of the repair 
shop which put that “safety device” in the set 
in the first place. 
Evidently, the Ministry passed the buck to 
Television Trust because T.T. wrote a letter 
to Benenson saying it was he and not Tele­ 
vision Repair Shop 24 who bore responsibility 
for installing the offending safety bug. 
Benenson told “ Ekonomicheskaia gaseta” that 
the charge was nonsense “as I know nothing 
about the inside of a TV set and never open 
. .It is difficult for me to understand 
cannot get any protection of my rights 
the Ministry of Communications.

The next day I took time off from my work, 
spent two hours in bringing the mechanism to 
the atelier (workshop), and three days later 
went back to pick it up. 
They refused to take 
into 
account the 
amounts paid by me for 
previous overhauls and would not even check 
their records.” 
Leybutin might have been hoping for a break 
in this storm of heartless bureaucracy, but it 
wasn’t to be. 
The next day a technician 
showed up, put in the picture tube and changed 
another tube. 
Two days later another tube 
burned out. 
The cycle is now apparently complete,” he 
complained in his letter to “ Ekonomicheskaia 
gazeta” , “the set will have to be taken to the 
atelier all over again, which will probably cost 
another ten rubles ($11.11). . . . 
Writer Matveiev said it was his opinion that 
the optimism of the Ministry of Communica­ 
tions would 
disappear completely if it knew 
about still another case; that of Comrade 
Prikhodko of Krasnopresensky Raion. Prikhod­ 
ko was more than disappointed with his “T- 
emp-6” TV set. 
The brand name is open to 
all 
kinds of interpretation, one being that it 
works temporarily and then only for 
six 
minutes. 
This interpretation is not nearly 
as sarcastic as it seems, for note writer 
Matveiev’s comment: 
“The plant and TV re­ 
pair shop workers run from (Prikhodko) like 
the devil from frankincense.” 
We don’t know if Comrade Prikhodko ever 
solved his problem, for we left him shortly 
after he was charged two rubles for a service 
call during which the mechanic “dusted the 
inside of the set, installed a safety device, 
soldered a contact, calculated his fee” and 
left. 
One week later, the set was out of order 
again. 
Wrjter Matveiev says these are only some 
of the cases and if there are millions of them, 
they must reflect the real situation “which the 
Ministry of Communications refuses to recog­ 
nize.”

theft is the failure of owners 
to lock their own autom obiles.

keys from the ignition and lock­

the 
automobile when he 
leaves it, the probability that 
his car will be

"A n unlocked parked car with 
the keys in the ignition is an 
open invitation to the auto theft. 
By sim ply rem oving your keys 
and locking the car, you help 
rem ove the invitation," he con­ 
cluded.

He lias 
practiced law bi Connecticut 
most of Ids life, having been 
a U. S. Attorney, a congress- 
n an and a senator. Yet he wan­ 
tonly 
and knowingly violated

necticut. Were he an ordinary 
citizen he would be prosecuted 
and put in jail.

P ractices Act also forbids the 
acceptance of donations 
and 
favors from corporations

year in jail or both. Dodd re ­ 
ceived such favors a s the loan

for three 
years, countless free airplane 
trip s, plus donations from Con­ 
necticut insurance com panies, 
gun m anufacturers, 
and many 
other firm s for which he did 
favors. 
3. It is against 
the 
federal 
law for a m em ber of congress 
to seek favors for anyone from 
the federal governm ent in re­ 
turn for m onetary o r m aterial 
rew ard. Dodd perform ed a long 
list of favors already 
pub­ 
lished in this colum n, 
sus- 
tabled by sworn testim ony, and 
too numerous to mention here. 
4. The Federal C orrupt P ra c­ 
tices Act forbids any candidate 
to receive contributions from 
a corporation. 
Dodd received

JEF F E R SO N CITY - A Mis­ 
souri corporation recently or­ 
dered 20 trucks for use in its 
business from a large manu­ 
facturer.

Consequently, the local 
telephone 
company decided to determine whether she was using tor 
telephone for Improper purposes by “ tapping” it. 
As it 
turned out, in thinking that Belle was a hot number, the 
telephone company had the wrong number. 
Belle, was as 
proper as Little Orphan Annie, only totter looking. 
Unfortunately for the telephone company, it discovered 
the revelation at the same time Belle discovered the “ tapping.” 
Furious, she sued the teleptone company for eavesdropping 
on her. 
“ I've been embarrassed and sick for weeks knowing that 
strangers have been listening in on my private conversations,” 
she weeped in court. 
“ A telephone company has no right 
to peek into the lives of its subscribers.” 
“ It sure does,” answered a telephone official. “We've got 
a right to make sure our telephones are being used only for 
lawful purposes. In fact, it is our duty.” 
IF YOU WERE THE JUDGE, would you make the telephone 
company pay for eavesdropping? 
This is how the judge ruled: Belle collected. The judge held 
that a person is entitled to collect for an intrusion into their 
private activities where the intrusion is of such a nature as to 
outrage or cause mental suffering, shame or humiliation to 
a person of ordinary sensibilities. 
(Based upon a 1961 Ohio Court of Appeals Decision.)

STATE LOSES TAX MONEY 
ON REBUILT TRUCKS 
‘ JEFFERSON CITY - A Mis­ 
souri corporation recently or­ 
dered 20 trucks for use in Its 
business from a large manu­ 
facturer. The corporation paid 
the sales tax to the state and 
was awaiting delivery when it 
was notified that shipment would 
not be made. 
The Department of Defense 
had pre-empted the order to use 
the trucks in the Viet Nam War, 
and the state had to refund the 
sales tax. 
But war had had a 
broader 
effect on the sales tax in Mis­ 
souri, according to 
Director 
of Revenue Thomas David. 
With the shortage of trucks, 
trucking firms and other cor­ 
porations have resorted to re­ 
pairing, and in many cases, 
completely rebuilding 
their 
old trucks to add a few more 
years of use. 
Since no new registration is 
required for the truck 
kits 
used in rebuilding - reglstra- 
DELTA 


lion is only required for 
a 
new 
chassis - many truck 
owners are getting a 
new 
truck in effect without having 
to pay sales tax. 
David said the sales tax loss 
to the state is at least $150,- 
000 a year through such 
re­ 
building of trucks. 
On the other hand, 
common 
carriers have been exempt from 
sales taxes under a Missouri 
statute for years on the 
re­ 
pair, replacement and manu­ 
facture 
of 
their 
vehicles, 
whether they be 
airplanes, 
trains, or buses. 
Reportedly, the pressure for 
such 
a 
statutory exemption 
came from certain 
airlines 
and railroads which 
operate 
major maintenance plants 
in 
Missouri. 
Therefore, a 
Jet 
airliner could receive a new 
engine, or a truck with 
all 
new parts, and the state cannot 
levy a tax on these items. 
David said to could see 
a 
financial need for the 
state 
to be able to levy sales taxes 
on Items manufactured by or 
for common carriers, but that 
this was not within the pro­ 
vince of the Department 
of 
Revenue - explicitly pointing 
out that this was a statutory 
exemption 
subject to change 
only by the Legislature. 
He is concerned, however, with 
corporations in the state which 
. do not operate as 
common 
carriers, but are 
virtually 
rebuilding new trucks on old 
chassis without reporting this 
to the sales tax division. 
At present, he said there is 
no way his department can en­ 
force the sales tax on these 
truck repair kits. But he added 
that the Attorney General 
is 
attempting to find a solution 
to the problem without making 
a statutory change, since this 
is an administrative problem- 
apart from the statutory exemp­ 
tion for common carriers. 
HEARNES* TOLL ROAD BILL 
RECEIVES AMENDMENTS 
The House this week was ex­ 
pected to pass Gov. Warren 
E. Hearnes* toll road bill, but 
not before it had tacked 
on 
several amendments. 
High on the governor’s legis­ 
lative priority list, the 
bill 


would establish a state 
toll 
road authority with the power 
to conduct feasibility studies 
for and direct construction ol 
toll roads in the state to sup­ 
plement the limited resources 
of the state highway system. 
The Senate already has passed 
the measure. 
The controversy arose over 
the bill during debate on the 
House 
floor, 
where certain 
representatives, led by Rep. 
James I. Spainhower (D-Mar- 
shall), voiced opposition to the 
provision allowing the 
pro­ 
posed toll authority to 
have 
unrestricted use of the gross 
annual revenue in the state road 
fund, primarily when atoll road 
failed to pay for itself. 
Rep. Spainhower managed to 
''ain approval of an amendment 
vhtch would have limited the 
amount of the road fund to be 
used on toll roads to three per 
cent in any one year. 
But in an unusual move, re­ 
ported to have been prompted 
by the governor, the 
House 
voted the next day to reconsid­ 
er the Spainhower amendment 
and then voted it out - leaving 
the state road fund again avail­ 
able to the toll authority, which 
will consist of the members of 
the State Highway Commission 
and the governor. 
Following this action 
how­ 
ever, Rep. Harold Holliday (I> 
Kansas City) led a successful 
assault on the bill in the form 
of two amendments. 
One of these would remove 
authority from the authority 
to set speed limits and truck 
height, weight and width limits 
for vehicles traveling on the 
toll roads. He argued that vio­ 
lations of such provisions were 
punishable misdemeanors and 
only within the province of the 
Legislature to stipulate, as it 
does for all other highways. 
Holliday's 
second 
amend­ 
ment would lower the amount 
of purchases the toll authority 
could make, above which open 
bids would be required. 
The 
bill provided that the authority 
could make purchases up to 
$25,000 without submitting them 
to bids, and Holliday convinced 
a majority of the 
legislators 
that the amount should be low­ 


ered to $5,000 - the 
same 
restriction 
governing 
pur­ 
chases by other state agencies. 
HOUSE DEFEATS 
RESORT 
LIQUOR BILL 
A bill which would extend the 
sale of liquor by the drink to 
two Lake of the Ozarks re­ 
sorts was defeated last week 
in the Missouri House. 
Debate over the bill resulted 
in a clash between its sponsor, 
Rep. joseph W. Beckerle (D- 
St. Louis) and Rep. 
Thomas 
D. Graham (D-Jefferson City). 
As introduced, the bill would 
allow sale of liquor by 
the 
drink to resorts with a mini­ 
mum of 80 rooms - which would 
have included only the Lodge of 
the 
Four Seasons and 
Tan­ 
ta r a . 
Graham sought to amend the 
bill and lower the room mini­ 
mum to 20. 
Beckerle charged that such an 
amendment “would allow any 
roadside honky-tonk to qualify 
for a license.” 
Graham retorted that “ if this 
is good enough for the 
large 
honky-tonks, it's good enough 
for the small ones.” 
Graham's amendment failed 
and the bill was defeated 67 to 
86.
